Claims 1, 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 "chondroitin" is misspelled. Applicants apparently have inadvertently 
maintained the typing error. 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and usefui process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1, 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 

patentable utility. Applicants claim "preventing", however, such a limitation is not 

credible because it suggests protection can be achieved for an unlimited period of time 

under any and all conditions. 

Claims 1 , 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Because the claimed "preventing" is not credible, applicants are not enabled 
for this limitation. 

Applicants point to previous patents containing the language. However, each 
application is examined on its own merits. That is, issues may arise in one application 
that may be of no import in applications that have earlier issued as patents. 
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No claims allowed.
